On the contrary, Moscow claims that the 
Soviet ait force is still giving a splendid ac. 
count of itself and is taking a heavy toll of 
German: machines. Another factor which must 
be causing undue anxiety in Berlin is that 
British planes are proving vastly superior to 
any that the Nazis ‘can turn out, The success 
of RAF. sweeps over the Channel during the 
past forinight has revealed the amazing wi. 
Derlority of the new Spitfires and Hurricanes 
‘over the new German machine, the M, E.-109, 
Which the Germans claimed was the fastest in 
the world and capable of attaining higher al- 
fitudes thon any other craff. Britain has yet 
to throw info the battle two new machines, the 
Tornado and Typhoon, which are superior in 
performance 10 the Hurricane and Spitfire and 
the Nazis are likely to have a leaner. time 
than -ever when that time comes. Taking 
all facts info consideration it is quite likely 
that, as the war progresses on the eastern 
front and as the RAF. daily strikes harder 
and harder in the wesi, the German Luftwaffe 
will eesive some terrible blows that may 
change the whole balance of power in the air. 











Soviet Strength 
So_much secrecy ‘has been maintained by 
Soviet Russia about the strength of its armed 
forces that the only. persons ‘qualified to. s0y 
whether or not the Nasis can full thelr pro 
mise tothe German people to. crush Russia 
fwithin eight weeks or so, are the Soviet leaders 
themselves. The rest of the world, however, 








knows something of the strength of the Rus. 
sian forces and, while those forces are’ un- 
‘doubtedly not as’ efficient as those of the Nazis,

‘no doubt that Hitler's task this time 
will "fot be os easy as hiy previous ventures 
jand that loss of German life will be heavy. 
‘Since it came to power the Soviet regime has 
‘built up a formidable army and a powerful 
fair foree that is regarded as one of the strong- 
fest in the world in the numbers of first line 
craft. Just before the outbreak of the present 
war the strength of the Russian army was e- 
timated in London to be about 2,000,000, con- 
sisting of 86 divisions of infantry, 21 divisions 
of cavalry and two corps of mechanized troops 
[with about 6,000 tanks. Conseripts join the 
army at the age of 19 and serve usually for 
two years, the average number of men being 

led up annually being about 1,200,000, Rus- 
‘sian tanks are of various patterns, ranging from 
heavy vehicles of about 50 tons to mediums 
of 27 tons, Christies of 12 tons-with a seed of 
30 miles ‘an hour, Vickers of six tons ond 
Cardens manned by’ two men, ‘The total of 
trained men that Russia can mobilize is about 
10,000,000 but such an enormous foree could 
never’ be handled satisfactorily in a country 
where horses are scarce, the railways weak in 
plant, organization and carrying power and the 
roads suited only to nineteenth century trafic. 
It is quite possible that Russia today has an 
army of over 4,000,000 men mobilized to meet 
the German threat and that it ix highly me- 
ichanized, possessing possibly about 15,000 tanks, 
most of which have been constructed since 
1939. In air power the Russians can match the 
[Nazis in numbers and, according to the Russian 
Soviet press in 1990, the Russian alr force 
strength was being increased to over 13,000 
facroplanes. In 1937 its known strength was 
‘about 6,000 first line alreraft and since then 
‘thousands more have been built, At sea the 
‘Russians can match the Germans in submarine 
[strength but in surface ships they are woefully 
‘weak. In the present battle that is raging along 
ithe Soviet frontier the Germans, probably, are 
‘outnumbered by the Russians, but there is little 
doubt that in quality of equipment, which ine 
‘cludes tanks, the Germans have a decided ad~ 
‘vantage and’ that with their superior weapons 
‘they should make headway. The cost, however, 
[should prove to be a heavy one and, in the 
meantime, Great Britain and her, Allies will 
‘be able to train more and more soldiers, build 
and receive thousands of aeroplaney, tanks and 
other: weapons of war finally. to equal. if n 
‘surpass & Germain war’ machine ‘that! will Have 
to remain spreadeagied all over. the Buropean, 
‘continent.

Through this” scheme 
pilots are being trained ouside the area of 
Immediate hostilities. Thousands of men. are 
boing shipped monthly to Great Britain where, 
after’ a short spell with squadrons. whieh have 
atready ‘received more. than thelr baplsm of 
fire, they qualify for thele turn In ralds upon 
Germany and German occupied territory. But 
this Js by no means all. Canadiang are’ being 
asked to contribute enormous sums. towards 
the cost of the war. During last year the 
country’s direct expenditure in this conneetion 
‘was $702,000,000. At the rate of spending dusing 
this year it! wil be within the neighbourhood 
of $1,450,000,000, 11 is. estimated that, the lost 
‘war cost’ Canada $1,200,000,00. ‘Thus the nation 
Js being asked to ‘spend ‘in ‘one year nearly 
fas muich as it spent’ during the whole of the 
last war. ‘The declarations by’ the Canadian 
Prime Minister ‘that it Is more important. to 
winethe war than to count the. immediate 
cost, are appreciated by other members of the 
Conimonwealth of Nations which is” now 
engaged in the struggle for universal freedom. 
‘That. this policy’ mayt well result In economic 
iardship to the Canadian people is understood, 
and the extent of the sacrifices they are willing 
{fo undergo, is taken a5, a measire of their? 
enthusiasm for a cause which 4s, after all, the 
eause of civilization and liberty. Among 
Canada's most valuable representatives Inthe 
British Government is. Lard Beaverbrook, 
Minister of State and generally regarded 
the right hand man of Mr. Winston ‘Churchill, 
the Prime Minister.

MMERICAN aid for China is beginning to take fairly substantial 

shape, and it is learned reliably that one measure in connec- 
tion with this will be the appointment of an American political 
adviser to the Chinese Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

His name has not yet been announced, but it is reported con- 
fidently to be Mr, Owen Lattimore, noted authority on Far Eastern 
affairs, particularly China and her border problems, and present 
hhead of the Walter Hines Page School.

through a private dugout connected 
with the tunnel, ‘while another 2,000 
ersons went out after one oxit was) 
finally cleared of dead bodies, Per~ 
sons who remained in the central 
‘rea of the tunnel were rescued 
afler the exits were cleared of the 
dead, 

Casualty figures have been grossly 
exaggerated. “It was even rumoured 
that 12,000 people were killed, al- 
though "the {otal number of people 
faking shelter were only about 6,000, 
‘The frst check up of dead bodies 
found at the exits gave a figure of 
‘about 500, but a “final check-up 
revealed killed and wounded be- 
tween 1,200 and 1,500—certainly not. 
more,

lopged to the poorer classes, as all 
Government officers and the wealthy 
lasses have access to better private 
dugouts, General

It is reported from -Tokyo the 
Japanese Government is adopting a very 
cautious attitude with regard to the German 
invasion of Russia and the new problems 
whieh have thus been created. In that it is 
wise, for if ever a Government should be 
shocked at Hitler's behaviour it must 
certainly be the Japanese. When Hitler was 
loudest in his expressions of enmity for the 
Soviet he formed the Anti-Komintern com- 
ination, with Italy which Japan was soon 
persuaded to join. Russo-Japanese, relations 
‘were just about as bad as they could be, 








. and while the wisdom of Japanese adherence 


to the Anti-Komintern Pact was questioned 
ot the time, there is some ground for thinking 
that it was a perfectly logical development 
of the situation which then existed. In any 
event provided the Pact were loyally ob- 
served the position of Japan vis-a-vis of 
Russia was undoubtedly considerably streng- 
thened. 

‘That was the position as it existed until 
August, 1939, when on the twenty-third of 
‘that month the world was startled by the 
information that Hitler had signed a non~ 
aggression pact with the Soviet. Everything 
that the Anti-Komintern Pact stood for had 
been betrayed, and Germany the leader of 
the enemies ' of the Soviet had made 
peace with the adversary and left Italy 
and Japan completely in the lurch, 
No. better demonstration of the utter 
Jack of value in any commitment into which 
Hitler entered could possibly have been made, 
Japan definitely committed to opposition to 
the Soviet found the leader of that opposition 
definitely “ratting” for purely selfish motives, 
& desire to embark upon the conquest of 
Europe, and fear of having to fight 
on two fronts. It is probable that 
had the militarist extremists not been 
in power in Japan a very complete 
stock-taking of Japan's international position 
might have been taken with beneficial re~ 
sults all round, But Hitler was able to 
charm the Japanese Government into believ- 
ing all was well. He even tendered his good 
‘offices in order to bring about a better under~ 
standing between Moscow and Tokyo, and 
Mr. Matsuoka as a result of his trip to Europe 
was able to return with an understanding 
with Russia in his pocket designed to allay 
both Japanese and Russian anxieties. 

‘That amounted to the second betrayal of 
Japan, ‘The Japanese Foreign Secretary was 
used in this particular instance as a stalking 
horse for German aggression against Russia. 
Conclusion of an agreement with Japan, 
‘along similar line to the understanding with 
Germany, whereby Russian eastern oF 
western borders were guaranteed against 
attack in the event of Russia becoming 
involved in one place ot the other seemed 
to make for safety all round. The whole 
scheme was a definite plot to ereate an 
atmosphere of false security while Hitler 
prepared his plans for his next stroke. ‘Then 
came the third betrayal. Hitler invaded 
Russia, automatically bringing the Anti- 
Komintern movement again into being, 
shortly after Mr, Matsuoka had signed at 
Moscow a document only made possible by 














what appeared to have been its abandon 


ment: If ever there were a case in which 
one country was used as a catspaw to further 
jother’s designs this must certainly be it, 
and there is now definite proof that Hitler's 
friendship for Japan depends, entirely upon 
how useful she may be to him. 


‘Whether realization of the manner in which 
the Tokyo Government has been completely. 
deceived will lead to a reorientation of 
Japanese foreign policy remains to be seen, 
‘but the time has surely come for the Japanese 
Government to reconsider the whole situation | 
and deeide whether after all it has not been 
singularly unfortunate in the choice of 
friends. It must be apparent to the whole’ 
world that there are still nations which 
honour their commitments. Neither Ger- 
many nor Italy come within that category, 
and any foreign policy based upon under: 
indings with them must be not only un- 
stable but positively dangerous. There can 
be no stability of relations between nations, 
when the government of one is actuated by 
‘motives which out-Machiavelli the author

PSYCHOLOGICAL FAILURE. 
June 25. 


It is an interesting thought that some ob- 
servers appear to believe that one of Hitler's 
aims in attacking Russia was to bring about | 
conflict of thought in the Governments of the 
democracies. In that he has completely 
failed. It was, however, an ingenious 
tempt to divide those whose hatred for. com- 
smunism is perhaps greater than their dislike 
for Naziism, from those of their colleagues 
who loathe Hitler and all his works. In 
other times it might have succeeded. But if 
indeed that was part of Hitler’s plan it has 
signally failed. There is complete unity in 
the ranks of the American and British Gov- 
ernments. Mr. Churchill's outspoken con 
demnation of the German invasion of Russia 
has now been echoed by Mr. Sumner Welles, 
U.S, Under-Secretary of State, in terms 
which permit of no misunderstanding. The 
United States press is completely in support 
of Mr. Churchill's declaration that the war 
‘must go on until Hitler and his evil system 
is beaten and destroyed. That view is also 
supported by Washington and far from divid~ 
ing government opinion in either country 
Hitler has succeeded in makng it coalesce 
even more. 

It is interesting to recall Mr, Churchill's 
precise words -— 

No one has been a more consistent oppon- 
‘ent of Communism than T have been for the 
ast twenty-five years. I will unsay no word 
that T have spoken about it. But ‘all’ this 
fades away before the spectacle which is 
now unfolding. The past with Its crimes, its 
follies and its tragedies flashes away. 1 seo 

soldiers standing on the threshold of 
tive Jand guarding elds which their 
fathers tilled from time immemorial, and T 
see them guarding their homes where mothers 
wives pray and walt for the safely of 
their loved ones, for the return of the bread- 
winner, of thelr protector. 
‘There are times when mere differences of 
olitieal concept disappears in the face of a 
common threat. ‘The system of government 
in Russia matters not one jot as compared 
with the fact that another nation, fully en- 
titled to work out its own destiny in peace, 
offering no threat to anyone, has been ruth 
Jessly and brutally attacked as Russia has 
now been. It may very well be that before 
the end of this struggle there will be other 
strange combinations as that of the de- 
mocracies and Communism fighting on the 
same side. Hitler has shown himself to be 
the common foe of all, a menace to the safety. 
and well-being of every living soul upon this 
globe. 

‘That is the one great fact of the existing 
situation. ‘There is not a nation, no matter 
‘where it is situated, which is not endangered 
by the German policy of aggression. Far as 
she is away from the scene of conflict at the 
moment, there is nothing to indicate that 
Japan itself might not eventually be forced 
to succumb to German ambitions. were 
Hitler so fortunate-—as he will not be—to 
emerge victorious from this war. World 
conquest and nothing less is the ignis fatuus 
which is luring Hiller and his Nazis to 
ultimate destruction, and it is because of this 
that his hand must be against everyone, and. 
‘everyone's hand against him. ‘That is why it] 
is possible to welcome the forced entry of 
Russia into the struggle on the side of the 
democracies, and she will undoubtedly help 
in the final destruction of Naziism by ex- 
tending itx forces over wide and vulnerable 
areas. 

‘The reaction to the invasion and Mr. 
Churchill's declaration of policy in the United 
States is interesting and important. President, 
‘Roosevelt is reported to be receiving support 
from quarters whence it was least to be ex- 
pected, even from those who a short while 
‘ago were opposed to him. Leftist organs and 
leaders who found no virtue in American 
aid to Britain are now singing an entirely 
different tune, and without exaggeration it 
may safely be said that the only opposition 
to President Roosevelt's policies is to be 
found amongst Nazi sympathizers and a few 
remaining dyed-in-the-wool isolationists who 
may never be brought to a realization of 
thelr lack of wisdom. In Britain community 
of purpose has long been established. It will 
be reinforced by these latest developments, 
and the determination to carry on this 
struggle to the very bitter end which awaits 
Hitler is strengthened by the knowledge of 
the monstrous intentions of the man. At- 
tempts to divide government opinion in Bri- 
tain or the United States was doomed in ad- 
vance, and if that was indeed a part of 
Hitler's intentions he has betrayed a complete 
misunderstanding of the spirit in which he 
is being resisted and which will continue 
until he and all he stands for shall be, finally 
eliminated. 























MR. EDEN’S SPEECH 
June 26. 


‘Mr. Anthony Eden's speech in the House| 
of Commons outlining the policy of the| 
British Government towards Soviet Russia 


contained two interesting statements one of| 
which throws an interesting light upon the| 
full tale of Hitler's perfidy towards Russia, 
‘while the other suggests that after all per- 
haps the flight of Rudolf Hess may have had 
some bearing upon recent developments. Mr, 
Eden remarked in the course of his address 
‘that when Germany attacked without warn 
ing, no representations had been made, and 
no discussions of any kind were in progress. 
between Moscow and Berlin, ‘That disposes: 
of the stories current last week that Hitler 
had made certain demands upon the Soviet. 
It Is satisfactory to note that the Kremlin 
was not taken unawares by the suddenness 
of the German stroke, for when it was 
realized that Hitler was amassing great forces 
along the Russian borders, the possibility of 
his contemplating an attack could not be 
overlooked. The Soviet Government,  under| 
the guise of summer exercises, also com- 
menced to concentrate forces ‘to oppose a 
possible invasion. 

It is true that the Russians moved some- 
what slower than the Germans, due chiefly to 
‘the large distances to be covered and poor| 
communications, but the reports of the last 
few days indicate quite clearly that the! 
Russian troops have been able to make the! 
Germans pay dearly for whatever progress 
they have made, and according to the latest 
repor{s have been able in some areas to 
assume the offensive with some degree of| 
success. That conclusion can be reached 
with safely after discounting the initial en- 
thusiasms of the reporters on both sides. It 
does not appear at present that the main’ 
forees of, the two sides have clashed, 
‘and German claims of the wholesale capture 
of prisoners may be taken with rather more 
than a grain of salt, The history of the 
opening days of the German-Russian cam- 
paign in the last war, suggests that the. 
Russians, comparatively better prepared now’ 
than they were then, should be able to give 
1 good account of themselves, and Hitler may’ 
not even now secure that walk-over, which 
it is apparent from the messages of the Ger- 
‘man news agencies he confidently expects, 

‘Mr. Eden in his speech underlined Mr. 
Churchill's statement, in his now famous 
broadcast, that some timg ago he warned the 
Soviet Government of thelr impending peril. 
That Mr. Eden points out was some time 
before the events of the last few days, adding | 
“We in the Foreign Office were already con-| 
vinced, from information at our disposal that | 
Hitler true to his usual technique, was going 
to attack Russia from behind the smoke 
sereen of his non-aggression pact.” There 
4s a tendency to associate this with the flight 
of Hess from Germany. ‘The rumour is cur 
rent, but not confirmed, that Hess fearing’ 
that’ Hitler might enter into an offensive, 
alliance with Russia for a final attempt at 
‘the subjugation of Europe, flew to Britain 
with an offer of peace with Germany, and 
ultimately an alliance between the two coun- 
tries for an onslaught upon Russia. ‘The 
‘absence of any confirmation must be em- 
phasized, though it may be added that the 
scheme is so Hitlerian in its complexion that 
it is definitely not without the bounds of! 
possibility. 

Yet, though this information was freely] 
placed at the disposal of the Soviet Govern-| 
ment, the latter to the very last hour was 
anxious to avoid any expression, or opinion| 
which might throw doubt on the observance 
of their ongagement with Germany. In other 
words the Soviet Government knew what was. 
impending, and yet remained loyal to their 
engagements with Hitler, a state of affairs 
which in the light of what has happened is. 
truly pathetic. Tt may be that the reported, 
differences in the Kremlin as to the best 
policy to follow may have been largely re~ 
‘sponsible for the failure of the Soviet Govern- 
ment to take a realistic view of the situation 
‘until such was forced upon them. But those| 
in Moscow who favoured a continuance of 
negotiation with Berlin must by now have! 
been sadly disillusioned, Hitler was out 
after the raw materials of Russia, Russia 
may starve for all he cares so long as he can| 
obtain foodstuffs for his own people, This! 
‘supreme piece of treachery should certainly. 
serve as a warning to Turkey, whose turn| 
will inevitably be next if German troops| 
ever get as far ss the Caucasus.

‘written by Mr. C, W. Porter, hon. secretary

9 to 16. The Association which is nearing| 
ils first birthday has secured £60,000 or 
roughly Ch.$4,000,000 during the first year| 
of its existence. “Mr. Porter considers that| 
while the response to the Association's appeal 
is by no means small it might have been con. 
siderably better. With that expression of| 
opinion it is possible to agree, Considering| 
the Voluntary War Contribution Fund has 





Savings ‘Association, is by no means com- 
pletely satisfactory. The ideal would be for 
the numbers to be approximately equal, but 
that may be very difficult of atlainment, 

‘There is a distinct possibility that many 
Joyal Britons desire to give outright in sup- 
ort of the common cause, and that the dis 
erepaney between the two memberships 
arises from that most praiseworthy feeling. 
But it is felt that those who already give 
so liberally could add considerably to their 
efforts by investing that other money which 
it is believed in the circumstances they may 
have at their disposal, for most men gener~ 
ally endeavour to save more than they give 
away. No better investment than British 
‘War Bonds can possibly be imagined in the 
circumstances. The return may not be 50 
great as certain other investments which are 
[available in Shanghai, but as a means of 
‘protection in the matter of exchange they 
have much to commend themselves. But, 
putting the purely mercenary considerations 
aside, the imperative need that every cent 
available shall go to the support of the British. 
war effort, whether in donations or savings 
justifies the call to all loyal Britons to make 
even greater efforts than they are at present. 

‘The only parallel with the “War Savings 
Investment Week” is to be found in the 
jovement in Great Britain concerning thé 
War Weapons Week.” Reference hi 
already been made in this column to the 
splendid results which were then obtained. 
London came forward with the astonishing 
sum ot £120,000,000 as a result of con- 
centrated effort. Other cities and towns 
passed the amounts expected of them, and 
often multiplied them many times.’ The 
people who have shown such sturdy quali- 
ties under the visitation of the German Luft- 
‘waffe, who have faced up so manfully to 
the terror which fleth by night, consider 
money as being worth nothing unless the war 
is won, Britons in Shanghai must do the 
same thing. ‘There have been various com~ 
paratively painless methods of extracting 
money from willing pockets which have 
already been used with considerable success. 
But the times demand more. ‘They demand 
that Britons shall deny themselves some 
things, using the money in support of the 
Government either by gifts outright or in the 
shape of loans. 

‘The sum of £60,000 for the first year hi 
already been secured. ‘The coming drive 
should aim at another £40,000 so that a 
round lakh shall have been obtained as a 
rosult of practically a year’s effort. “It should 
not be difficult to obtain in Shanghai for the 
drive is not for outright gifts but for ine 
creased savings. It is consequently as much 
in the interest of supporting Britons them- 

to carry on the good work as it is 
interests of the great cause to which 
they and thelr Empire are consecrated. 
‘There should be no holding back because the 
sum required’ is so small compared with the 
ronomical figures in which the finance of 
this war is expressed, “for as to river flows 
the stream, and as the river runs to sea,” 
so these comparatively small amounts mount 
{into satisfactorily large sums in the end, 
Tt must be emphasized; no amount is too 
great; no amount is too small, Many a great 
‘oak springs from small acorns, and £40,000 
may in such a war as this be blasted away in 
five minutes, “but that is five minutes 
on the way to vietory which can only be 
‘obtained by the heartiest collaboration on 
the part of Britons in every war effort,

A YEAR’S WORK 


June 27. 

‘This month the Wer Efforts Sub-Committee 
of the British Residents Association will have 
completed the first year of its work. The 
group was formed to receive from members 
of the BRA. constructive proposals, or sug= 
gestions to help in war work to follow up 
these proposals, where possible, to put them 
into force and Keep war effort activities going 
amongst Shanghai Britons. The start was 
made somewhat late, considering the war 
hhad commenced the previous September, Dut 
the delay was more than made up for by 
the enthusiasm .with which the  sub-com- 
mittee entered upon its labours and the quick 
results which it obtained. Among the frst 
things to be done was the establishment of 
lines of contact with members by the a 
ointment of representatives among the staffs 
of British firms. These have since proved 
most willing to help, having contributed 
eeatly to the membership drive and to the 
Quick circulation of information. —Member- 
ship has beon nearly doubled, though there 
are still many British subjects who should 
‘become members. It should be the duty of 
every Briton to demonstrate the solidarity 
‘of the British community in Shanghai by 
membership in the BRA. 

‘The work of the sub-committee commenced 
to grow quickly after its inception. One of 
its most important tasks was to give assist- 
ance to the war funds, and to this end a 
umber of ingenious money-making schemes 
‘were thought out. Among them is the col- 
lection of various materials for conversion 
and re-sale—waste paper, precious metals, 
silver paper and bottles, ete, the sale of 
postage stamps, of Union Jack emblems in 
the form of badges, cuff-links and the like, 
the stationing of money-collecting boxes in 
appropriate places in the shopping districts 
and the sale of stickers. Raffles and enter- 
tainments have been organized, all the pro- 
goeds of which have gone to swell the war 
funds, and the efforts of the sub-committee 
‘alone’ have been responsible for the paying 
into the war funds the by no means incon- 
siderable sum of $500,000 by the end of last 
month. 

‘The finangial return may not be very Im- 
posing when contrasted with the money 
Which is being spent on defeating Hitler, but 
Ht has to be remembered that it.is money 
which would otherwise not have been ob- 
tained, What is more, it represents careful 











all round, demonstrating a loyalty to the 
cause which should serve to impress any 
Briton who is not now” pulling all his! 
‘weight. It is hoped shortly to publish an 
account of the waste paper collecting activity, 
when it will be realized what that particular 
branch of the sub-committee’s activities 
demands of those working upon it. ‘The col- 
ection and preparation of postage stamps 
for sale, itself quite an intricate job, has 
also been productive of good results, as has 
also the sale of Union Jack emblems, a strik- 
ing success for the originator of the idea. Tt 
can be confidently said that there will be 
no Ietting-up of its efforts on the part 
Jof the sub-committee. The results it has 
obtained during the past year have fully: 
jurtified the original scheme, and it is to be: 
hoped that if there are any Britons who are 
not already actively assisting them in 
their work, that they will not be shy about 
coming forward. Much has yet to be done: 
towards winning this war. ‘There must be’ 
no slacking off, but rather an intensification | 
of effort until it is possible to be completely 
satisfied that everything is being done to 
assist those at home in heir splendid 
struggle for the freedom of the world. 








AT LONG LAST 
June 28. 


‘The statement contained in the Russian 
communiqué that the Rumanian oilfields 
have been bombed from the air, and that 
refineries at Ploesti are burning is about the 
most satisfactory piece of news that :has 
been made public this week. It will cer- 
tainly be pleasing to those who for months 
past have been asking why they had not 
been attacked. When the Germans invaded 
Rumania, and made it in fact an, occupied | 
country, ‘there was every reason why the 
British ' air force should have attacked 
Ploesti and inflicted all the damage possible. 
It might not have been able entirely to 
destroy the ‘olfllds, but they could ave 
been put out of operation for very many 
months andthe Germans "would have lost 
considerable oil supplies which at the 
moment form the main part of their fuel 
and lubricating resources. Why this step 
has not been taken before has not been 
made entirely plain, though the argument 
was officially advanced that it was better 
to attack refineries in Germany, than ‘to 
strike at the actual oilfields. That this view 
was not unanimously held is shown by the 
declaration of the managing director of one 
‘of the British-owned oil concerns in 
Rumania who sald he would welcome the 
news that his company’s holdings in that 
country had been bombed and destroyed. 


Very different considerations applied in 
the case of the Iraq rebellion when the 
flelds at Mosul and Kirkuk were -for a 
time menaced. It was contended by some 
that those flelds should have been im- 
mediately destroyed, but the argument does 
not apply with the same force to the Iraqi 
oilfields as it did in the case of the Rumanian, 
Iraq was not enemy territory. There was. 
reason {o believe that the rebellion would 
be quashed as it ultimately was, and it would 
have been a confession of complete despera- 
tion to have destroyed those valuable re~ 
sources before an attempt had been made 
to restore order in Iraq and reestablish 
Government friendly to Great Britain in 
Baghdad. As matters turned out the British 
were successful in their task of restoring 
order, and with the subjugation of Syria the 
oil of those fields will continue to be available 
to the British in the eastern Mediterranean. 

Failure to deal with the oil fields at 
Ploesti again gave rise to the uncomfortable 
suspicion that in some way or other the 
powerful oil interests of the world are 
removed above the ordinary exigences of 
war, Tt is hoped that this is not the case, 
for, if it is, it would import an uncom- 
fortable degree of unreality into a war which 
is completely real. Whether that is so or. 
not, it is clear that Sovict Russia views the 
maiter of enemy-controlled oilfields in a 
proper, realistic light, and has proceeded with 
‘an attempt to deprive the enemy of one 
source of supply. It may be possible, unless 
the Germans succeed in driving the Russians 
so far into the interlor of their country as 
to be no longer within flying distance of the 
Rumanian fields, that successive raids may. 
keop the oilfields largely it not entirely un~ 
usable, and, if they succeed in doing that, 
they will have succeeded in dealing out a 
remarkably severe blow to the Germans. 
which may ultimately have a very profound 
effect upon the outcome of the war. « 

‘This attack upon Ploesti may,be an indica~ 
tion of’ what the Russians themselves con~| 
template should the Germans have shown any’ 
likelihood of reaching their objectives in the 
Caucasus. If they follow their historic prac- 
tice of laying waste the country through which 
they retreat it might very well be that they’ 
would destroy the oilfields which have 
tempted Hitler into his latest adventure, and| 
the prospect of other oil-producing centres in| 
that area and its vicinity being similarly 
treated does not in the cireumstances appear’ 




















unlikely. The destruction of so large a

appalling, but it is more appalling that they 
should be allowed to fall into the hands of 
the enemy who would thus be in a position’ 
to carry on the war indefinitely, while the 
strain imposed upon the remaining oilfields 
of the world to supply the wartime needs of 
‘the democracies would indeed be great. ‘That 
is a contingency which may have to be faced, 
and the Russian action against Ploesti appears 
to indicate in exactly what manner they 
would face it. 








THE LOST PEACE 
June 28. 

It was this day twenty-two years ago that| 
the German Foreign Minister signed the 
peace treaty, which ended the last war, in 
the Salle des Glaces at Versailles. ‘Much ‘has 
been written since about that historie docu- 
ment, the delay in holding’ the peace. con- 
ference, and the manner in which ite terms 
were applied by the victorious Allies, and 
evaded by Germany. Tt has been contended 
with considerable justification that the better | 
method of dealing with defeated Germany— 
defeated in the field of battle, and not, as) 
the Nazis claim, by a stab in the back—| 
would have been to have negotiated a pre- 
liminary. peace treaty as soon as possible 
after the conclusion of the armistice, and then 
hhave deatt with the question of the permanent 
peace treaty at leisure afterwards. ‘The con= 
tinuance of the blockade during the six 
months delay in holding the Paris. Confer~ 
ence has been open to very considerable | 
criticism and cannot now be defended. 

Viscount Esher, who played an important 
part in maintaining Maison between the| 
British Government, and the British High 
‘Command, was present throughout the whole 
‘of the Conference and his diary is a revela~ 
tion of how it proceeded, Following the 
signature of the Treaty he expressed in his 
journals considerable anxiety as to its| 
wisdom, and remarked that he doubted 
whether it- would be successful in maintain- 
ing the peace even for another generation. 
‘That it did not do so was due mainly to the 
defects inherent in the Treaty, failure of the 
Allies to keep Germany up to her commit~ 
ments under its terms, and the German 
desire, fostered since Hitler came into power, 
for revenge and that worldwide domination 
which Imperial Germany had in mind when 
It started the war in 1914. That there were 
Injustices in that ilf-fated document ‘no one! 
will for a moment deny. They were largely 
the product of that hate which the infamous 
conduct of Germany throughout the war had 
inspired, and which Hitler is again inspiring. 

It is no use crying over the spilt milk of 
the past but rather to look forward to the 
future. The time will come when the 
vietorious democracies will again have to 
dictate terms of peace to Germany. It 
is to be hoped that as a result of all that 
has happened during the past two decades 
the statesmen of the world will bring to the 
conference table a better realization of the 
fhuge taske which ‘will confront them. ‘They 
will have to continually bear in mind that) 
the new peace must be a just peace, just to 
Germany's also the Allies, But they will 
also have to remember that they will have 
to be prepared at all times to enforce its 
terms upon the defeated Germany, who no 
matter ‘who may then be her rulers, will 
endeavour to wriggle out of her obligations 
as she commenced doing hardly before the 
ink was dry at Versailles. This is no time) 
to talk about the war aims of the democracies 
save to state that President Roosevelt's four 
freedoms must be the basis of any peace 
which is negotiated. 

That a new order must come in Europe 
is apparent. It will not be a new order of 
Hitler's fashioning, leading to the unutterable| 
degradation of mankind, but one in which 
Europe shall be assured a permanent peace 
with security, and the full opportunity of all 
nations to work out their destinies along lines! 
Gictated by their own national geniuses. But 
fhe story of the past twenty-two years clear- 
ly shows that the victorious Powers will need 
to maintain sulfcient forces to be able to 
coerce a begten Germany should she en- 
Seavour to evade her commitments or break 
the terme of the new treaty. One of the most 
necessary things in the world today is. to 
ensure by the application of sanctions if 
necessary that nations entering into agree 
‘ments shall Keep them. Only by such means 
can the rule of law ever be reestablished. 
International ‘morality must be restored, and 
the economic problems which have arisen 
since 1919 must be solved in the interests of | 
all, for a sound international economy is the 
best guarantee for the permanence of any 
peace. 











“THE PAST WEEK 
: June 30, 


‘The past week may in the future prove to 
be one of the most important periods of the| 
Present war, and possibly a decisive one. 





‘When the Germans launched their attack 
upon the Russians last Sunday it! 
was apparently believed that the element of 
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surprise would give the attackers a very 
considerable advantage. If there were any. 
at all it was shortlived, and the Germans 
for practically a full week were unable to 
‘make any announcement save that the attacks 
were proceeding to plan. They had not 
made such announcements of successes as 
marked their swift advances through the 
Low Countries last year, though it is pos- 
sible that by the time these lines come to 
be read the German high command will have 
made the promised statement as to how they 
think the campaign is proceeding. The claim 
that they have made no declarations up to 
the present in order that the enemy should 
not be able to secure a true idea of the real 
situation is interesting but not convincing. 
‘The Russian command is probably just as 
well informed as to the actual situation as 
are the Germans, and if their communiques 
are accepted,—and they seem to be moderate 
enough in” all conscience—the German 
lightning advance had has considerable of the 
original speed knocked out of it. 

In the south the Germans and Rumanians 
seem to be definitely held up by the River 
Pruth. The enemy explanation that a 
stroke in the north was preferable to one 
in the south will carry no conviction, for it 
is obvious that if progress could be made in 
that area it would have been, To all ap- 
earances the Germans and Ruman‘ans have 
been well held during the past week. Fur- 
‘ther north what claims have been made ap- 
pear somewhat conflicting. If the report 
that a major action is being fought at Bye- 
lostok, 150 miles west of Minsk is correct 
the Germans have not made much progress 
in that region for a whole week's fighting, 
while the same conclusion is to be drawn 
from the report concerning the heavy fight~ 
ing alleged to be proceeding in the Lemberg 
district. Some progress appears to have 
been made by the German” armies in the 
‘small Baltic states, but exactly how impres- 
sive that is remains to be seen. 

Meantime for the sixteenth night in suc~ 
cession the R.A. has been carrying out 
punishing raids over western Germany. They 
continue to grow in intensity and though 
the Germans endeavour to describe the Brit- 
ish reports of these raids as fantastic it needs 
to be remembered that German com- 
muniques have admitted that the damage 
which has been done is severe. Mean- 
time the RAF. continue to demonstrate 
superiority in ‘men and material over the 
enemy air force and the casualties which have 
been inflicted on the Germans are in satis- 
factory ratio to British losses. ‘The endeav- 
our of the British air force to drive the Gi 
mans back’ from their advanced air bas 
seems to be bearing fruit and may ultimate- 
ly prove to be of the greatest importanc 
In the meantime the British and Free French 
advance into Syria is proceeding slowly but 
effectively. “The Vichy forces are offering 
a stubborn resistance, but with the fall of 
Palmyra, which seems to be only a question 
of time, the possibility of the Allies moving 
westward from that point should have a pro- 
found effect and oblige the resisting forces 
in the south to withdraw northward. 

During the week there has been little to 
report from Libya or Abyssinia, Tobruk is 
still being besieged by the enemy, though 
from the latest reports it would not app: ir 
that the garrison is in any way particularly 
‘embarrassed, but is able to swap blows with 
the enemy much to the latter's disadvantage. 
‘Only minor operations are proceeding in 
Abyssinia where the rainy season is in full 
‘swing, and the probabilities are that com- 
paratively Little will be done before the rains 
cease, when the task of rounding up the com- 
paratively small Italian force still at large 
should quickly put an end to the Abyssinian 
campaign and result in the complete elimina 
tion of the Italians from that part of “theit 
former empire in north-east Africa. Taken 
by and large the past weok has not been an 
unsatisfactory one and it may be, when 
the passage of time permits of it to be pub 
into proper perspective, that it will turn out 
to have been definitely to the advantage of 
the democracies,

‘Adolf, the insignificant corporal in the last 
war, may have Jearnt something of military 
science, though there is ground for believing 
‘that all he does is to form the major con- 
ception of what he desires to do, after which 
the highly efficient German technical staff 
sees what can be done about it. Very often 
they discover that nothing can be done, and 
time and again his, plans have had to be 
abandoned. But whatever he may know 
about military affairs, he very apparently 
Knows nothing of matters naval. The British 
Navy, the obsolete plaything of a wealthy 
democracy, is’ maintaining a blockade of Ger~ 
many under which Hitler thrashes around 
from side to side in an endeavour to escape 
the stranglehold which has been clamped 
down upon him. His latest venture into Rus 
sia {s mainly because of the economic grip 
which has been fastened down upon him and 
the great need for foodstuffs and oil with 
which to carry on this. war. 

Indeed it-is a matter for very considerable 
speculation as to whether Hitler is not in- 
dulging in a wild gamble, making huge in- 
roads into his fuel and lubricating resources 
in the hope that he will be able to lay hands 
upon Russian supplies, before his own 
dwindle to a mere shadow of what they were 
When he first embarked upon this war. 
Fighting such as is going on in Russi 
‘quires enormous quantities of ofl and the 
probabilities are that Hitler is now using it 
ata much greater rate that it can be sup- 
plied, and that correspondingly increased in- 
Toads are being made into German reserves. 
Ever since the war began Hitler has had it 
brought home to him that the days of the 
surface vessel are by no means numbered 
and that neither the aeroplane, nor tae 
U-boat, nor the two combined’ have yre- 
vented’ the British Navy retaining command 
of the sea even in the narrow waters of the 
Mediterranean, where conditions should be 
in favour of the weapons Hitler so patently 
favours, 

His ideas upon the subject of a lightning 
invasion of Britain are by no means un- 
interesting. He allows the Germans eight 
hours to break through to the British coast. 
It Js but natural to ask what he thinks the 
British Navy would be doing while he was 
ferrying his men across the waters from the 
Continent, or for that matter what the RAP, 
would be’ up to. It Is apparent that Hitler 
has a tendency to simplify matters overmuch, 
and he seems to think that he has only 
to imagine an invasion of Britain for it to 
Become an accomplished fact. When the 
time comes for any such venture, if ever it 
does, Hitler will find that the British do not 
see eye to eye with him in the matter and 
that the invaders will receive a remarkably 
warm welcome. The past year has permitted 
the organization of the defence of Great Bri~ 
tain.in a manner never before known to 
history, and what might have been possible 
twelve months ago is clearly not so now, and 
the chances are that instead of going down 
In history as the greatest man in the world, 
he will do so merely as the greatest nuisance. 




















THE GERMAN COMMUNIQUE 


July 1. 
If the Germans are satisfied with the com- 
muniqué which the High Command issued on 
Sunday after some days’ delay, they must 
be very easily pleased. ‘They were promised 
news of great successes and have been given 
figures of the alleged destruction of Russian 
aeroplanes and tanks which only the most 
eredulous can possibly believe, and stories 
‘of penetrations through the Russian lines, 
which in fact after a week's severe fighting 
has resulted only in fair progress being made 
in the northern sector of the line with the 
greatest advance probably in the direction 
‘of Minsk concerning which ‘reports from the 
two sides are completely at variance. Prob- 
ably the best comment on the much adver~ 
tised German communiqué comes from Berne 
and may be taken as neutral. It is claimed 
that the German statement reveals a number 
of important facts. Neither Low nor Minsk 
had been captured up to Sunday. It is pos- 
sible that they may fall soon, but the man 
ner. in which the Russians ‘are defending, 
every step suggests that the capture of those 
two towns will be costly. Riga, which the 
Germans prematurely claimed to have cap- 
tured, was still in Soviet hands on Sunday. 
‘The number of Soviet prisoners alleged to 
have been captured—40,000,—is relatively 
small considering the extensiveness of the 
whole action and the vast numbers engaged. 
‘That {otal may be swelled if the Germans 
Succeed in capturing the contingents they 
claim to have surrounded between Byelostok 
and Minsk, but the German suggestion that 
another Battle of ‘Tannenberg is under way 
“needs to be accepted with some reserve. It 
is possible, but unlikely, that the Russian 
‘High Command would make the same mis- 
take as that-which led to that catastrophic 
defeat in the last war, and it may be ad- 
visable to regard German claims in this con- 
nection with some degree of scepticism. 
While the German communiqué has much to 
say about the damage inflicted upon’ the Rus- 
sians, it is completely silent as to German 
losses in men and material, save for the 
allegation that 2,582 Russian aeroplanes have| 





machines. In passing the former. figure 
showing the alleged Russian losses may be 
noticed for the endeavour to create an im- 
pression of the completest accuracy. Not 
2,581 or 2,583 machines have been accounted 
for, but exactly 2,582, a feat of accurate ob- 
servation amidst ‘the turmoil of a gigantic! 
struggle which shows a regard for detail’ 
convineing perhaps to the Germans but cer- 
tainly to no one else. 

There can be no doubt that the Russians| 
have suffered heavily. The resistance they’ 
are putting up makes that inevitable, but] 
the Germans entirely fail of their purpose 
when they endeavour to make the world be- 
lieve that they are going through compara- 
tively scatheless and that the attack on 
Russia is about as easy as shooting a sitting] 
pheasant, ‘The case is entirely different and 
German ‘silence concerning their own losses] 
permits of a significant conclusion to be 
drawn as to the cost at which the moderate 
German advance into Russia has been effect- 
ed. One important ‘feature in connection 
with the German claims is the nature of the 
original announcement that important suc- 
esses would be announced on Wednesday, 
and its postponement from day to day until 
‘Sunday. It is clear that when they started 
the invasion the Germans expected to make] 
much quicker progress than in fact they did. 
‘They met with a resistance which has taken 
the Blitz out of Blitzkrieg and the initial 
advantage of surprise has been lost. 

But there must be no wishful thinking] 
with regard to this campaign. For the time| 
being, the Russians are fighting on the defen~ 
sive in what may turn out to be something’ 
in the nature of a delaying action ob-| 
liging the Germans to use all their strength 
against a stubborn withdrawal deeper into 
Russia with the concomitant lengthening of 
the German lines. The lessons of the last 
war have to be borne in mind when the’ 
struggle waged back and forth over practic~ 
ally the same ground which the Russians laid 
waste as they retreated and reduced to prac- 
tically a desert. If now they are forced to 
withdraw they may be expected to do the 
same thing with the result that the Germans 
ean expect no immediate benefit from the 
Ukraine, if they succeed in capturing it, and 
will not’ get any until next year. 
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POPE’S MESSAGE 


duly 1 

‘On the occasion of the feast of St. Peter 
‘and St. Paul, His Holiness the Pope has 
issued an inspiring message. “The triumph 
‘of evil cannot endure. ‘The hour of good 
will come with freedom and joy, and will 
permit the resurrection of peace.”’ After re- 
ferring to the evil, suffering and anguish that 
grip lives over the world, he remarked on 
comforting signs “which fill our hearts with 
great and holy expectation—generous courage 
in the defence of the fundamentals of 
Christian civilization and confident hope of 
their triumph.” In the welter of slaughter 
into which the Nazis have hurled the people 
fof the world, amid all the horrors, the per= 
secution, and the murder which is daily re- 
ported—all things which are evil in them- 
selves—there may be a tendency to overlook 
the fundamental evil which lies behind the 
Nazi movement, the philosophy, if such it 
can be called, which is the inspiration of all 
these atrocities. It should be emphasized 
that the Nazis repudiate the very foundations 
of the Christian faith. It may be argued 
that there are others who do that, without 
precipitating world wars. But the Nazis not! 
‘only repudiate the Christian foundations, they 
actively oppose Christianty, a faith beside 
which their Nazism cannot live. Christianity 
glories in the Beatitudes; Nazism glories 
in brule force. Ms expounders have 
even gone so far as at times to deny the 
existence of the individual human soul; in 
its place they put some dark racial creed, 
upon which they have built a doctrine that 
man’s soul is merged in some mystical attri 
bute with which they invest the State. And 
they have not hesitated to quote selected 
statements of Jesus Christ in support of their 
contentions. 

‘One of the most cynical philosophers of! 
Nazism, Hans Bluher, evolved a theory 
that the human species were divided into a 
primary race, by which he meant the Ger-| 
‘mans, destined to rule; and a secondary race, 
in which he lumped the rest of the world, the 
people who were destined to be ruled. This] 
‘secontiary race, according to him, could never| 
reach the heights of the primary race, how- 
‘ever hard they might strive. In the course] 
of this work he makes the remarkable claim 
that not even the Kingdom of Heaven will 
requite the secondary race for the trials they 
may have to suffer upon earth, and states! 
that the true kernel of Christian wisdom is| 
not the Sermon on the Mount, but the state- 
ment “For whosoever hath, to him shall be 
given.” This he interprets in its most literal 
sense; that Jesus came not to save’mankind 
but to demonstrate the law of value—the| 
prineiple of waste and selection. In short, 
he twists the statement of Christ into a 
justification for conquest and aggression—ot 
course by the primary race. “A more im- 
pudent bit of sophistry can hardly be im- 
agined. 

‘Yet a contemporary of Bluher’s has man- 











‘been destroyed at the expense of 35 German 
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aged to place an even more extraordinary 


iriterpretation upon the Sermon on the Mount. | 
‘This is Wilhelm Stapel. In one of his books 
Stapel devotes himself to allempling to de- 
molish the ideology of a Christian ‘State, 
odelied upon the ethics of the Christian 
religion, He is to “modern dhumani- 
{Srans" and charges them ‘with using the 
Sermon on the Mount "to unnerve the State 
bby morals” ‘Unnerve the State by morals! 
Only the supreme advocate of Fascism and 
te even more evil development could have 
made such a charge. Tt is as much as the 
average man ean do to understand it, yet the 
decaying effect of morals upon the strength 
Sndvitiity of 2 State Isa theme. which 
runs as a grim motif through much of Nazi 
Philosophy. Another Nazi writer of the 
same class as Stapel, Ludwig Schemann, has 
Geveloped anotiier theory ‘on the ‘Sermon. 
After declaring that Jesus “Aryanized” the 
Jewish idea of God, and may therefore be 
considered to have some claim to inclusion 
among the Aryans, he says that the Sermon 
fon the Mount is radially “un-Aryan,” af Is 
also the Christian respect for the weak, which 
he calls “Miserabilism.™ 

Tt should not be thought that these 
doctrines have been hand-picked. simply. 10 
prove the essential evliness of Nazism, ‘They 
Rave been chosen for thelr forthright dental 
of Christianity, or their distortion of 
Christian precepts {o their own ends. ‘There 
runs, however, a strain of evil through all 
the works of the justifers of Hitler's creed 
which is at war against the freedom of human 
ersonality alike in its religious, social and 
politcal forms. And it should ‘be ‘remem= 
bered that under Nazidom, no other lines of 
thought can be printed. There can be no 
opposition to this cancerous doctrine which 
preaches brutality and misconceives it to be 
Btrength, which perverts all religion Into 
fetishism, and. plucks out the good that op- 
pores it on the pretext that Ite sinful. For 
the moment this doctrine is ‘siumphant over 
a large part of Europe—physfeally.trlum~ 
han not spiritually, since’ the over-run 
Peoples repudiate it simost to a man. But 
Bis” Holiness isa. true. prophet “The 
{siumph of evil cannot endure.” 
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Another Peace Kite? 


‘There is an unconfirmed report from Ankara 
fo the effect that von Papen, German Ambas- 
sador {0 Turkey, has approached Great Britain 
‘through the ‘Turkish Government with an offer 
fof peace providing the British joined in a 
coalition against Bolshevism. 1¢ has to be em- 
phasized that the report is unconfirmed, but it 
Funs so true to the commonly.accepted idea" 
fof Hitler's form that it may be accepted as 
highly probable. If it is true, it is a. clear ine 
dication thot the sinister comedians in Berlin 
completely fail to understand the determina. 
ion of the British people that Hitler and all 
hhe stands for must disappear before there is 
any possibility of discussing peace. The idea of 
Britain voluntarily Joining any coalition in 
which Hitler was fo be the moving spirit is 
absolutely unthinkable, and if von Papen be- 

Heves for one moment that he is able to cozen 
the British Government as he has the Govern. 
‘ments of so many other countries i is time he 
hhad another thought coming to him. Sir Hughe 
Knatchbull-Hugessen, British Ambassador "(0 
Turkey, 1s reported to have made the British 
Position quite clear by referring to the most 
Fecent declarations of Mr. Winston Churchill. 
The British have a habit of honouring thelr 
‘commitments, and, if Mr. Churchill were to 
lembatk upon any peace discussions with 
[Hitler nove popular indignation would speedily 
sweep him’ from office. Naturally Germany 
‘would like to get Britain out of this war of 
hher ruler’y choosing, especially as the RA.F. 
is giving the Germans plenty to think about. 
But the time for peace is not yet. They ca 
have it when they. get rid of Hitler -and his 
‘myrmidons, and not one moment before. 


Their Own Medicine 


Proof that the Royal Air Force is fulfilling the 
Prime Minister's promise to make the German 
people gulp sharper doses of the miseries they 
have showered on mankind, is given in the 
atest despatches from London, relating details 
of the raids being daily carried out over Ger~ 
many and German.oceupied territory. Ithas been 
revealed that the RAF. sent in a single night 
‘as many bombers ay the Nazis used in some of 
the heaviest raids they made upon Britain last 
winter. British planes have also dropped a great 
fer tonnage of bombs on Germany in the last 
fortnight than they did during the whole month 
‘of April. The toll taken of German alreraft in 
‘the daylight sweeps over the occupied Con- 
{nent has also been remarkable.,with compara- 
tively little loss fo the British. In short, the Ger- 
mang are now being given something far more 
[serious to think about than they ever had before. 
The effectiveness of the intensified British bomb- 
ing disproves the Nazi theory that their attack 
upon Russia does not bring them into 9 war on 
‘two fronts. It is true that on the western front 
they have:not fo face the masses of Allied infantry 
‘that they had to face during the last war. But it 
‘would appear that the R.AF- is quite ay great a 
menace. To- put a stop to the terrife damage 
being done (0 the Nazi communications and 
factories in western Germany, it will ke neces. 
sary for the Luftwaffe to divert a number of 
machines from the Russian baitle zone, and the 
RAF. may thus relieve the strain under which 
the ‘Soviet armies are suffering at the moment. 
To achieve this will be worth the loss of far 
[more British planes than have already been shot 
Jdown. In the Blitzkrieg against the Low Coun- 
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{tracted by attacks upon their rear. In the pre 
sent battle, however. they are being severely 
Jatlacked while their defensive forces ere busily 
fengaged elsewhere. ‘The magnifieent resistance 
being put up by the Soviets is probably taxing 
the resources of the German High Command to 
the utmost. and they ean il afford to have thetr 
attention divided by raids upon thelr lines of 
[communteation, their supply factories, and thelr 
industrial centres by an enemy against whom 
they have been unable for the last six weeks to 
do more than make symbolle gestures. The Ger~ 
mans never wanted “war on {wo fronts.” That 
was why they signed thelr treaty with the Soviet 
Union in August 1939, Now, thanks to Hitler, 
they have got it. It Js obvious that thelr Luft! 
waife is not sufciently strong to attack Britain 
‘and the Soviets at the same time on a scale 
which might have a decisive effect. And they 
have therefore to concentrate upon one front at 
the expense of the other. Doubtless they believe 
that they will be able to put up with the losses 
fon the western front while they make sure of a 
‘quick victory on the eastern one. But are they 
0 sure of a quick viciory therc? It is noticeable 
that the German propaganda bureau is putting 
out stories of momentous success which will be 
reported within a short while, They are not 
recording momentous successes which have 
falready been scored. And if the time ever 
comes when they can with truth claim vievories 
‘which they have up to now won only on paper, 
then the Allies and Soviet Russia can rest as. 
sured that the cost of these victories has been 
Infinitely greater than the Nazis ever anticipated. 


Eire’s Danger 


Mr, Eamon de Valera speaking at Enni 
County Clare referred to the Increasing danger 
In which Eire was standing, and reaffirmed the 
Intention of the Eire Government to resist any 
attack no matter whence it might come. A 
recent application to the United States for 
assistance inthe matter of war material Is 
reported to have been met by an offer to 
supply ‘rifles, though little or no ammunition 
would be available, If there is any danger to 
Bire if will certainly not be coming from the 
United Kingdom, even despite the fact that 
Eire’s refusal to let Britain use certain western 
porls as temporary submarine bases places the 
defence of sea borne traflle to Britain’ under 
fa very great disadvantage. ‘The danger confes 
rather from Germany who would dearly like 
to seize Eire not only as a base for attacking 











Britain, but ‘also as providing places from 
which " more effectively to carry on the 
submarine and aeroplane blockade of the 


British Isles. If Mr. de Valera doey eventually 
ind himself’ a prey to German ambitions he 
will have only himself to thank, for If the 
Germans were to make an onslaught in force 
upon his country much damage might be done 
before the British could arrive in force to 
throw them out. 





Hitler's Fears of U.S. 


President Roosevelt the other day stated that 
the American war machine was producing 
some articles at peak, while others would not 
reach the peak until possibly six months or a 
‘year, In saying this, he gave warning to Hitler 
That ‘he must win quickly or not win at all. 
‘The Nozi chances of a swift victory are dally 
vecoming more remote. ‘Their miscalculation 
over the ability of the Russians to resist thelr 
new Blitzkrieg tactics may place thelr victory 
‘Ouiside: the bounds ¢* possibility. At all events, 
The campaign on the eastern front will give 
the western democracies more time to perfect 
their preparations, and must cause serious 
weakness inthe Nazi ranks, wherein losses 
ot be $0 easily replaced ‘as Goebbels and 
his satellites would like the rest of the world 
{o believe, In the meantime the production of 
the United States is steadily inereasing, in 
spite of a minor set-back in the acroplane in. 
dustry, due to shortage of some essential 
materials, which will be repaired within the 
next thrée months, An ever-increasing number 
of guns, tanks, armoured vehicles, and muni. 
tions ar? coming off the lines in the American 
factories, and all tha? the United States can 
[spare from her own increasing defence needs, 
fre being shipped to Britain, or the parts of 
the British Empire where they can be put to 
the greatest immediate use. The fact that the 
Germans have now to fight a naval war 
‘against Soviet Russia, as well as on the land, 
will doublless take some of the force out of 
thelr efforts jn the Battle of the Atlantic, since 
Germany has only a limited number of U-boats, 
‘and these U-boais eannot be fighting the Rus 
sians and at the same time be somewhere in 
the Atlantic secking to stop the flow of sup- 
plies to Britain. Everything seems to point to- 
Wards the faet that the United Stater assistance 
Wil be more and more powerful every day. 
tuntit at Tength Britain will be able ty under- 
take on a larger scale that she is at present 
doing. the long-promised offensive. In the 
United States there has been a comprehensive 
round-up of Nazi agents. Hitler, by invading 
Soviet Russia, may well have eased all Com- 
munist agitation in America to cease, since the 
Russians will be as glad to receive American 
assistance as anyone else, Tf there were any 
Communist agitators behind the recent. strikes 
in vital American Industries, they will by now 
have realised their shortsightedness, and be 
among the most diligent in urging the Ameri. 
Can worker "to produse to the utmost of his 
lability, Hiller’ does well to fear the United 
States, as Col. Frank Knox has pointed out, 
whether that country eaters te confict as an 
aetive combatiant or not. Even with Europe 
at his feet, Hitler cannot hope to mateh the 
‘combined output of the British Empire and the 
United States, for many years to come.

‘The last world war saw German 
trade in China suffering a severe set- 
back with British ond allied Arms 
doing an unprecedented amount of 
Dusiness. A reversal was seen since 
the present conflict began, with the 
Germans playing almost a dominant 
‘trade role, via the Siberian overland 
route. Iiformed sourees declared. 
that the Customs figures did not 
reveal half of the trade actually done 
by German merchants with head~ 
quarters in Shanghai. 


‘Through Other Hongs 
Imports from Germany last year 
totalled approximately US$5.500.000 
for China of which Shanghai's share 
was U.S$4530,000, while official 
figures showed that exports totalled 
US $245,0000 ‘for China of which 
U'S$6060 was for Shanghal, While 
it’ was stated that the official import 
figures were dependable, the total for 
exports to Germany from Shanghai, 
was sald to be hardly compatible 
With actual facts. Considerable busl- 
hess in exports was done by Germans 
through Japanese and Chinese firms 
and hongs, shipments being made via 
‘Siberia. 
‘The abnormally high freights levied 
by the trans-Siberian railway did not 
present’ a serious hindranee to 
German imports as a number of 
[diminutive but expensive articles oc. 
cupying little space, could stand the 
charges, 
While imports from Germany were 
fon the increase and were assuming 
an almost predominant position in 
the market here, official figures re- 
leased show a contrasting decline in 
exports to Germany which  super- 
‘cially indicated that while she could 
sell her goods here and obtain for- 
feign currency, she was unable to 
‘obtain the sorely needed produce of 
China. 

An investigation into the market by 
local economists and financial experts 
disclosed that considerable purchases 
were made for German accounts by 
Japanese and Chinese firms and hongs 
here, ‘The. figures involved proved 
beyond suspicion that exports to 
|Germany from this country were 
anything but the insignifant business 
shown on actual records.

“It ig a solemn but inescapable

us to be utterly fantastie—to be a 
‘ad dream from which some morn- 
ing we shall awake to say: "However 
T could have dreamed such nonsense 
of such horrors?” Unfortunately, 
itis not merely a nightmare. ‘The 
crisis It go Yea) and so acute that 
the next few months oF even weeks 
may decide the fate of civilization. 

“Those of you who read ‘Mein 
Kampf" especially the unexpurgated 
edition, previous to September 1039, 
might ‘well have regarded its pages 
as the ravings of an irresponsible 
lunatic, But if, you still hold. that 
view, you must realize that, these 
yavings have been converted into 
Action—that, almost everyone of Hit- 
Jer's preposterous and ruthless theo- 
les have been put into "practice. 
‘You must also have realized in the 
light of ait that has happened since 
1930, that a policy of appeasement and 
conciliation toward Germany never 
had. the slightest hope of success, 
‘As long as Hitler remained in pow- 
fr, nothing could have averted’ this 
awful eatastrophe with its workd= 
shaking. consequences, and its awful 
toll of blood and misery, 


Crusade Against Bolshevism? 

“Not _a month ago, anyone who 
had suggested that the Reich would 
today bo at war with Soviet Russia 
‘would have been regarded as. suffer- 
ing from delusions. For it then ap- 
peared that nothing could be less 
likely to accrue to Hiter's advantage 
‘than’ sucha conflict, He might not 
have been securing all “the raw 
materials and food which he had 
hoped from the USSR. but he was 
free to concentrate all "his malevol- 
ent energies against the British Em- 
pire, Had he not just persuaded 
Soviet Russia and Japan fo sign a 
non-aggression pact, which excluded 
Japan. from any obligation to come 
to Germany's assistance if she at- 
tacked the USSR.? 

"Yet in the very early hours of 
Sunday June 22 (it is curious to 
note how Hitter and Mussolini in- 
varlably select a Sunday or a Chris 
tian. festival for each new act of 
aggression), without demands or 
warning, without an ultimatum, 
Nazi forees along a 1,500 mile tront 
started “an. unprovoked attack upon 
Soviet Russia. The Nazie have since 
then been boasting that they took the 
Russlans—with whom they had 
signed a ten-year | Non-Aggression 
Pact on August 23, 1999—completely 
by surprise, Whether that Is s0 or 
not, the fict remains that it was 
only some hours after the onslaught 
hhad begun that the Soviet Ambas- 
sador was aroused from his slumber 
to be informed that Germany and 
the USSR wore at war. This 
treacherous attack has since been re- 
presented az a Crusade against Bol- 
Fheviem—as a struggle between 
Christianity and Atheism. That is 
the cynical claim of the greatest 
Pagan of all time. Hitler evidently 
expected this move to split the De- 
mocracies and probably to lead to 
‘offers of peace and cooperation in 
‘the attnck upon the USSR. The 
rekponse of the leading Democra- 
cies, however, was immediate and 
eategorieah As “Mr. Winston Chur- 
eho put it:

learned, include the seven and a halt 
hour working day and a cut in the 
wages of the workers, ‘This was said 
to be 22 per cent. :

Could some sort of erection be made 
on either side of the road, on the 
footpath, using the walls of houses as 
‘2 support, and erect a bridge for pe 
destrians ‘to cross over in single or 
double file, thus reliéving congestion 
on Tifeng and Yu Yuen Roads? ‘The 
bridge need not be very hikh, soy, a 
foot or two higher than the existing 
water level.

He served the sentence | 
adjudged by the Court If there had 
been any irregularity in the lower 
court it must be assumed that the| 
higher court would have discovered 
it, Tt must be assumed therefore that 
the proeedings in the lower court| 
were in order and that’ the judgment 
of the Court was fair and just. 

“This Court is of the opinion that 
the Court of Consuls is not empower.

and defeated, 

He sald that as no communteation 
had yet been received from Rus 
the question of granting aid to the 
Soviels under the Lease and Lend 
‘Act had not yet been decided by 
‘the Government: He observed how. 
fever that the act authorized Presid- 
tent Roosevelt to furhish ald to any 
country resisting aggression and 
added firmly that the United States 
ean "see once more beyond doubt 
with what intent the present Govern- 
ment of Germany negotiates non- 
Sggression pacts: 

America’s Defence + 


‘Mr, Welles reveaied that the Rus- 
sian Ambassador, M. Oumansky, had 
conferred with the Government about 
thawing Soviet assets but no decision 
had been reached. “Hitler's. armies 
fare today the chiet dangers of the 
“Americas,” Mr, Welles sald, 

"In thé opinion of this Govern- 
‘ment, in the defence against Hitler- 
ism any rallying of forees opposing 
Hiterism, from. whatever . sources 
these forces may spring, will hasten 
the eventual downfall of the present 
German Teaders and will therefore 
rebound to the benefit of our own 
defence and security. 

“If any further proof could con~ 
colvably be required of the real pur- 
poses and projects of the present 
leaders of Germany for world domi- 
nation itis now furnished by 
Hitler's treacherous atlack upon 
Soviet Russia, To the leaders of the 
German Reich sworn engagements to 
refrain from hostile acts against other 
countries are but a symbol of de- 
elt, To the present Government the 
very meaning of the word “honour 
‘iy unknown 

Immediate Tssues 

Declaring that both the Nazi and 
Soviet” Governments denied — their 
people religious freedom, Mr, Welles 
continued. “To the people of the 
United Siates, is and other prine 
ciples and doctrines of Communist 
ltalorship are as intolerable and ns 
allen to thelr own beliefs as are the 
principles and doctrines of Nazi 
Aictatorship: 

Neither kind of imposed overiord- 
ship can or will have any support or 
any sway in the mode of life or in 
the system of the Government of the 
American people, but the immediate 
issue that presents itself to the 
people of the United States is whether 
the plan for universal conquest, for 
eruel, brutal enslavement of’ all 
peoples and for ultimate destruction 
of the remaining free Democracies 
which Hitler is now desperately try- 
Ing to carry out, Is to be successfully 
halted “and defeated. ‘That is. the 
resent issue which faces a realistic 
America. Tt isan issue at 
moment which most d:reetly involves 
‘our own national defence andthe 
security of the new world in which 
we live.”

Kden Outlines Policy 


To Russia 


London, June 24. 
‘The policy of the British Govern- 
‘ment towards the Russo-German war 
was clarified by Mr. Anthony Eden, 
the Foreign Secretjsy, in an fm- 
portant statement opening a debate 
In the House of Commons today on 
Britain's altitude towards Russia in 
the light of the German: invasion. 

‘Mr."Eden revealed that the Soviet 
Government had agreed that Britain 
should send a military and economic 
‘mission to Russia and that Britain's 
pledge to restore the freedom of Po- 
Tana was unaffecjed: that Turkey had 
declared her neutrality, and that Fin- 
and had given an assurance that her 
‘alitude was and would continue {0 
be_purely defensive. 

"The Soviet Ambassador, M. Tvan 
Maisky, was prominent among the 
diplomats who listened intently to 
today’s debate. 

"As a prelude to the debate, the 
Prime Minister, in answer to a ques~ 
tion, declined an invitation to make 
a. statement _on the war situation in 
the Middle East. He pointed out that 
there was serious disadvantage in re- 
viewing too frequently the course of 
operations which were still in pro- 
gress, 





Imperial War Conference 
He did, however, deal with his 
hopes that an Imperial War Confer 
ence might be called this summer, 
and added:—"t have now received 
replies to invitations. Both General 
Smuts and Mr, Mackenzie King re- 
gret that exigencies of their work 
In their respective countries make it 
Impossible for them to come here in 
the near future. ‘Mr. Menzies has 

returned to Austraiia, 
though I hope we shall see him here

“Today,” he continued, “I wish to 
give an accoun, of the diplomatic 
events which preceded that giant act 
‘of ngrression and of the develop- 
ment. which followed upon it.

BATTLE OF THE ATLANTIC 


By Cmpn. Antuowy Kinmxaris 


In contrast to ‘the Commanders-in-Chict 
at sea, who suddenly fid themselves face 
to face with the enemy in spectacular battles, 
Admiral Noble's ultimate victory of the 
Battle of the Atlantic, must be 2 long- 
drawn-out business, achieved, not by some 
suidden decisive coup, but by the gradual 
piling up of a point gained here and another 
there, And, oddly enough, in spite of. the 
fact that this is one of the most important 
Naval Commands today, the ‘Admiral has no 
fagship. Of course, he makes periodic trips 
to sea to study the problems at first-hand, 
‘but normally his flagship Is his office ashore, 
‘And it is a voty peculiar office. It is rather 
like the Royal Box at a racecourse. ‘Three 
walls are normal, but the fourth is entirely 
of glass, and through it the Commander-in~ 
Chiet can look down from his desk into the 
‘operations room below, and watch every 
move on ithe gigantic map of the Atlantic 
which forms one side of It. 
| Now in this kind of warfare, where Naval 
' and RAF, forees are working side by side 

with the Merchant Navy, perfect co-operation 
between the three Services is obviously 
essential; and the spirit which has spread 
right through from those at the very top 
to those actually on the job is an education. 
Not only-does one see it at the convoy con- 
ferences, which take place before sailing, 
but also in the Atlantic. On this last trip, 
for instance, as we ran up alongside another 
destroyer there was the unexpected sight of 
an Air Force officer leaning over the side of 
the bridge: a pilot of the Coastal Command 
spending his time off taking a trip to sea, 
just to make friends with, and learn the 
diMeultios of, those doing the job down 
below. And ‘so later, when they meet out 
there again, it won't be Just Aireraft No, 123 
or Destroyer X 52; it will be: Why, it’s 
Old Sam or Archie; and this healthy co- 
‘operation, this understanding of each other's 
problems'is going to play a big part in the| 
winning of this battle. 
/ Tt was daylight when the convoy was, first 
sighted and a grand sight they made—fine 
‘rugged ships, well down in the water thanks 
to the precious eargoes with which they were 
loaded. Their captains and watch-keeping. 
officers had obviously had considerable ex- 
perience of convoy work, for they were all 
Keeping snug, close station; and what 1s more, 
those unseen, and too often unheralded, 
people—the engineers and  firemen—wer 
obviously experts at their job, too, for smoke, 
which has given away the’ position of s0 
many a ship, was belng kept down to a 
minimum, 

1A wireless message arrived instructing the 
ships to alter course ; some bunting fluttered 
up to the yardarm ‘and, as it dipped, the 
ships—keeping perfect ‘station, started to 
turn, ‘The Commander-in-Chief had altered 
‘the course of his fleet. Not from his flagship, 
but from his office ashore. In the earlier 
days the U-boat preferred to attack, by day, 
hiding under the surface and only cecasion= 
ally running up his periscope for a flecting 
glance at his target. As it was impossible 
to see him, the obvious answer was to try 
to hear him. This the Asdic listening 
apparatus achieved, and in doing so revolu- 
tionized submarine tacties. When submerged 
the submarine ean only do about half his 
wueface speed, and so—if discovered down 
below—he's at the merey of the high-speed 
destroyers and their depth charges. So now, 
as a general rule, the U-boat prefers to at- 
tack under cover of darkness so that he can 
use his surface speed to make the most rapid 
get-away. 

One should not imagine, though, that this 
means he is idle during the day.’ Being so 
small and so low in the water he can cruise 
about reasonably certain that he will be 
able to see any surface craft long before they 
can see him. His main danger is. being 
spotted from ‘the air. When he does sight 
a convey approaching over the horizon, he 
probably sends out code message giving its 
position and course, s0 that German long~ 
Tange bombers—the Focke-Wuulfs—ean be 
sent out to have a crack, He then dives to 
periscope depth and, Keeping at a safe’ 
distance, shadows the convoy until nightfall, 
when he creeps up and makes an attack 
under cover of darkness. 

Unfortunately’ cloud conditions in the 
Atlantic are, generally speaking, very favour~ 
able for surprise alr attack. ‘They. are 
usually low, and enable the Focke-Wulf to 
dive out, make a quick run down the line 
| of the convoy, drop his bombs from about 

300 feet, and be away into the clouds again, 
all in a very short space of time; so short, 
in fact, that the anti-aireraft gunners have’ 
got to be right on their toes if they are to 
have time {o swing round, sight, and have an. 
accurate crack at him. 

Not only have the gun-crews always got 
to be on the alert, but also the captains, the 
officers of the watch, the lookouts, and the 




































men in the engine rooms. The trips are long, 
and plenty of them, and while out there on 
‘the job there's no let-up for a moment, day 
or night. Throughout the long hours of 
Garkness the Asdic experts are straining 
their ears {0 catch the tell-tale sound. On 
the bridge and round the guns, Tookouts are 
searching the black waters for. that even 
blacker outline of the conning tower.. It may 
bea sound that is heard ; it may be an object 
that is seen; or, if you are unlucky, it may 
be a dull boom as a torpedo reaches fis mark. 
But whichever it i, the suspense is broken 
and the hunt is om. ‘The engine telegraphs 
lang; the alarm bells ring; huddled figures 
in lammy coats ant balaclava helmets jump 
to their stations as the ‘destroyers leap for~ 
ward. "A blinding fash, the furious bark of 
‘Aand B guns; and, a few seconds later, 
two star shells burst well ahead and light up 
the sea. 

In a quick glance over the shoulder one 
can see the convoy taking avoiding action ; 
one ship has stopped and is ‘down by the 
bows ; poor devils! they've bought it. But) 
there are others to stand by them, and the 
job is to hunt and kill this U-boat. before 
she does any more damage. More flashes, 
more eracks of guns, more. star shells. All 
eyes are searching the glittering sea. A sud- 
‘den shout from a lookout ‘Conning tower! 
bearing green 6.0. Everyone on the bridge 
swings to the beating as one. Yes, there she 

on the surface, trying desperately to make 
er escape, “Pull speed ahead,” shouts the 
Captain. “Stand by fo ram. But the cap- 
tain of ‘the U-boat is no fool, he knows he 
is sighted and the legs are on him. He 
knows that his only hope now lies in the 
depths. One can almost hear him yelling 
“Crash dive," as he drops into the conning] 
tower and slams the hatch down over his 
head. His crew know their job, too. Almost 
immediately she tilts and starts to slither 
down out of sight. By the time the de- 
Stroyer is on the spot she is too deep to ram, 
and there is only a swirl of water and bub- 
bles on the surface. 

But the depth charge crews are standing| 
by, and, at a shout from the Captain, the 
charges are hurled into the sea. A few 
seconds pause, and then a series of dull thuds. 
And with each one the whole sea lifts, and| 
even the destroyer gets it like the kick of a 
mule, A second destroyer is now oVer the 
mark, and lets go some more. They are set 
deeper, but even so the whole sea quivers. 

‘The ship has turned by now and is going 
in for. another attack. “Stand by depth 
charges” yells the Captain, but there is no 
need. A sudden swirl of water, and up she 
comes, bow first, foaming as the ballast tanks 
are blown, in a desperate effort to surface 
her before it is too late. The conning tower 
hatch flies open, and the crew como tumb- 
ling out—or as many as can—before she, 
takes the final plunge.

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


June 21—"A tree with inconspicuous flowers’ 
Is’ term often found in botanical books and 
it ‘is used in describing the Raisin Tree 
(GHovenia Dulcis). This tree is a native of 
China, Japan and the Himalayas and there is 
a fine specimen in a garden at the Hungjao- 
Warren road corner. The tree was a fine sight 
when we saw it yesterday: it was covered 
with eymes bearing greenish-white flowers and 
we felt that the official description is rather 
misleading. The flowers may be small and 
perhaps inconspicuous when seen individually, 
‘but when seen in mass, as they are on the 
tree we are referring to, they are far from 
being inconspicuous: they’ make the tree look 
quite attractive. The tree is a very nice shapo 
‘and the flowers show to advantage against the 
handsome foliage. We have never seen such 
‘a display and we must admit that we have 
changed our opinion about the usefulness of 
the tree for general garden decoration; we 
have always admired it more for its pecullar 
hhabit of producing fleshy peduncles, than for 
{ts decorative value, The flower stalks on most 
plants support the flowers and fruit, and then 
they have done thelr duty; with the 
Hovenia, it is different. When a flower fails, 
small berry takes its place at the end of th 
peduncle; “this berry ripens in the Aue 
tumn, ‘During the Summer, the peduncle begins 
to swell and by the time’ lato Autumn comes 
along, it becomes thick and fleshy. This thick- 

ied "ower stalk turns brownish and Fipens 
about October when it becomes edible. When 
chewed, it has a very sweet taste and this has 
given the tree its common name of “Raisin 
tree." Wilson referg to the tree as “Kal. 
tszo” and in his bock, he confirms that the 
Mlesky pedunciey are eaten to annul the effects 
‘of wine. ‘There should be a good crop on the 
Warren road corner tree this year, 0 revellers 
during the Autumn will know where to call 
for relief from that “morning after” feeling,

June 26.—Red is much in the news at present 
and from erythros, the Greek term for red, was 
derived the name Erythrina which was given to 
Jone of our favourite Summer flowering plants, 
Ja member of the Leguminosae family, Under its 
Jcommon name of Coral Bush, this plant is fatrly 
well “known and valued: for its suitabllity for 
Jawn planting. The plant Js native to Brazil, but 
it has many close relatives which are found in 
the East Indies, South America and other places, 
‘The plant beats conspicuous scarlet flowers in 
abundance on long stems and as they are rather 
Jodd in shape, they have resulted in the plant 
being referred’ to as “Tigers Claws” in Hawail 
‘The stems die down to ground level in winter, 
but the fleshy rootstock remains alive and strong 
new shoots grow rapidly from it the following 
Spring. When allowed to develop properly, the 
[Coral Bush makes a fine display on the Tawn, 
but It is Vable to become overcrowded in the 
Ishrubbery and then it loses its attractive ap- 
pearance. A number of plants grown by them. 
selves in a group are most attractive and we are 
sure that {ew people have passed the large group 
jon the East side of McLeod road, about 100 
yards or so from the Hunglao rond corner, 
without admiring the effect produced, ‘These 
plants are not young: they have remained: un- 
disturbed for years and thelr rootstocks must 
[be enormous at present, There is one drawback 
{fo planting a large bed of Erythrina, and that is 
the fact that the bed has a very bare appearance 
all the Winter; but we cannot expect everything. 
Propagation may be carried out by the seed 
method, but we prefer fo bury several long and 
hick stems in the late Autumn: plants. will 
‘grow from each node and it is a simple task to 
Jcut through the stem and thus divide the plants 
In the Spring. Cuttings may also be taken from 
growing sfems during the Summer, but plant 
take longer to develop by this method. “Our 
ispecies of Coral Bush loves moisture, so we 
expect the plants have thoroughly enjoyed the 
five and a half inches of rain that has fallen dur- 
ing the past 24 hours: It is nice to think that 
some things have enjoyed it: plenty of our
